A NOTABLE DISCOVERY.

Remuing of an Immense Animal Une

fRrthed,

Irom the Davenport (fowa) Gacelte, Maroh 28,

[ A curioeity was unearthed three miles west
of this city yesterday, in the bluff through
which the new grade of the Chicago, Rouk
lsland, and Pacific Reilroad is being pushed,

[ which will stir the thoughts of savants and
others who are fond of delving into the mys-
terles of palwontology. Along in the after-
noon, Mr. C. H. Parker, one of the grads con-

| traotors, overheard a laborerremark, *'This ia

A quare piece of wood, anyhow I The man

was holding a large plece of horn or tosk,

which bad nearly dropped npon his head from
the steam shovel. Mr, Parker imwmediataly
gtopped the shovel, and told his men to take
their shovels and dig for more of that

“‘wood.” They soon uncovered what was

evidently the base of & tugk or horn. The

piece was two feet long and four and three-
quarter inches in diameter at the larger end.

A countinuation of it fonr or five nehes long in
the earth was also exposed, but itorambled to
dust when touohed, This was attached Lo &
mies of dark substance which is thoaght to be
the head of the auimal to whioh it belopged,
snd which will be dog oul to-day., Mr, Parker
then hurried to the place at which earth had
been dumped by the cars loaded at the spot of
digcovery, sud was so fortunate as to find an-
other section of the task two fest long, and
tapering to & diameter of two and a half
inched. The pleca hisld by the laborer and the
larger portion exvavated dovetail their broken
endg exaotly, but two or threa feet are lack-
ing in carrying ont the gymmetry of the tusk
to a union with the piece found at the damp-
ing point. The steam shovel, which penetrates
two feet of earth, had struck and broken the
horn (we call it), and had it not been for the
remark of the laborer, discovery of it would
not have ccourred.

The pleces in possession of Mr, Parker are
four and a half feet long, and at least four
feet more of this relic of aAmammoth of anti-
quity are miseing. Ho the thing must have
been at least eight feat in length when it was
upon the live animal. It was found eighteen
feet below the suriace of the earth, snd lay
imbedded between strata of blue and yellow
olsy. Carefnl search for the missing portions
which were oarried away by the dirt oars will
be made to-day.

The relic is not ivory, it iz horn: when
gorsped has the dark appearaance of ox-horn,
and emits the odor of burnt horn when fire is
applied to it. The pieces are hollow, thongh
portions are filled with what must have besn
mariow—now in & semi-petrified state.
Hopes are entertained of finding a companion
to it when the other side of the head is
reached. It i8 evidence that thousands of
years ago there existed here animals compared
with which the elephants of nowadays are
small oreatures. Mr. Parker has the pieces
described above in his room at the boarding-
houge of Mra, Davis, on Fomrth strest, three
doors west of the Pennsylvania Honse, where
they may be seen,

Other discoveries of an interesting descrip-
tion have been made during the progress of
the work at the bloff where the above dia-
covery was made. For a distance of gseveral
hundred feet the excavation has followsd a

dark goil buried thirty feet under the present
surface, and regembling it, whioh was in re-
mote ages the real surface of the earth at that

lace. Upon this stratom of earth number-
ess pieces of Norway pive, elm, cedar, ash,
and hemlock have been found, besides several
pieces of what appears to be grape-vine. Dr.,
Parry has many of these pieces of wood in
his possession. In trath, the diffsrent strata
of earth through which the steam shovel has
delved’would repay a visit by palwontologists,
aud afford them new subjests of thounght
and abundant evidence of ancient life on the
earth.
